IF THE TOP four teams from the New South Wales State League join the 
iby 24-team National Soccer League, the State Federation will be 
5,100 out of pocket next year. 


That figure is assessed 
by Charles Valentine, tre- 
asurer of the NSW Feder- 


ation. 

NSW believes this loss 
of revenue would be a 
critical blow to its opera- 
tions, in particular servic- 
ing the Parklea complex. 

n 1984, Parklea will 
cost the State Federation 
$32,000 in principal and 
interest payments. 

The National League, 
however, has other ideas. 

It claims that, with 10 
NSW teams in the re- 
structured NSL, these 
teams will generate 
$56,000 for the Federa- 
tion kitty. 

In other words, the NSL 
believes NSW will be only 
$9,000 out of pocket. 

National League clubs 
may offer to pay the Fed- 
eration that $9,000. 

The State Federation 
insists this is poor recom- 

nse for losing its best 
four teams. 

This is only one of the 
controversial matters to 
be discussed tomorrow 
(Wednesday) night in 
Sydney when NSW Feder- 
ation clubs get together. 


Peter Sheean, Commer- 
cial Manager for the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation 
and NSL, has asked if he 
can address the meeting 
and his request will be 


granted.

SOUTH AUSTRALIAN clubs are not amu- 
sed by the way the new-look 24-team 
National Soccer League has been man- 
ipulated to suit Sydney and Melbourne. 


Despite a visit by NSL 
secretary Steve Kamasz 
and ASF marketing man 
Peter Sheean, S.A. has 
written off any chance of 
getting four teams into 
the League. 

“We will apply, but it 
will be a token gesture,” 
said Azzurri secretary 
Ted Iuliano, who is also a 
member of the S.A.Feder- 
ation Board. 

“It is now clear that 
West and City and Bris- 
bane City and Lions are 
in only to make the 
League look as if it is 
truly national. 

“If the Brisbane and 
Adelaide sides pulled out 
tomorrow, Sydney and 
Melbourne would still 
have their Super Leagues 
and that was all they 
wanted in the first place.” 

Salisbury, the top dis- 


trict club in S.A. and look- 
ing assured of a place in 
the NSL, has now with- 
drawn its application. 

“T am very disappointed 
in the attitude of the NSL 
and ASF,” said the club’s 
manager and major spon- 
sor Steve Jarvis, also a 
member of the S.A. board. 

“They are making it 
very hard for any new 
teams from S.A.to get into 
the League. 

“T now feel they don’t 
want any Adelaide 


teams. 

While Salisbury has a 
first class ground and 
clubrooms, it has no 
grandstand. 

“We were told that we 
would have to have 
facilities similar to 
Adelaide City and West 
Adelaide, and at this 
stage, that is impossible,”

EDITORIAL 


IT is easier getting blood out of a stone 
than getting information about the planned 
24-team National Soccer League which may 
be operating in 1984. 

The actual details about the new set-up 
could be described as the best-kept secret 
in Australian Soccer. On the other hand, 
cynics would call it Soccer's worst-kept 
secret. 


Incredible though it may seem, there has 
still been no official announcement from the 
NSL or from the Australian Soccer Federa- 
tion about the new NSL. 

This represents only a minor inconveni- 
ence to the people whose job it is to assess 
the feasibility of what is in store for 1984. 

Just about every Soccer writer in the land 
has written about the new NSL. 

The scribes have pointed out what they 
like and what they dislike. Many have 
advised Soccer to go flat out for the 24-team 
cmeenion: others have advised its rejec- 

ion 


The amazing thing, however, is that all of 
us, including AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEK- 
LY, have veen writing about something 
which has never been officially announced. 

To try to remedy this ludicrous situation, 
ASW phoned tiie Foss man of the National 
League, Stefan Kamasz. 

Our question to Mr Kamasz was the soul 
of simplicity. “What proposal has been put 
to the States for the 1984 NSL?”. 

Mr Kamasz said he could not tell us. 


“1 would love to sive you all the details,” 
he said, “but until | get permission from 
above, there can be no official announce- 
ment.” 

- We shot a few other relevent questions in 
Mr Kamasz's direction but these yielded 
very little. 

“Well ... the League wants a 24-team 
competition. Please don’t use the word ‘reg- 
ional’ because we don’t use that word at all. 
It will involve interstate and intrastate 
matches,” said the NSL secretary. 

And that just about sums up what the NSL 
was prepared to tell ASW concerning one of 
the most important steps every contemp- 
lated by Soccer in this country. 


It is inconceivable that so many stories 
have been written, so many words spoken, 
in the media about a plan still protected by 
an official secrets act; yet leaked con- 
_stantly. ; 

Surely the time has come for the ASF to 
take the public into its confidence and say: 
“This is what we are proposing. How do you 
like it?” 

We could understand the secrecy several 
weeks ago when the ASF and NSL wanted to 
make sure all State Federations were 
bricfed on the 24-team plan before the 
media stuck its teeth into it. 


But that was long ago. Today, everyone in 
Soccer knows what is afoot. Everyone, that

Apart from Mitchell 
and Kosmina he has 
listed Canberra pair 
Steve Bryant and George 
Christopoulos, plus Leic- 
hhardt’s Peter Tredin- 
nick. 

“I'm not saying we can 
get all these players, but 
the club wanted names 
and I came up with them,” 
said Vest. 

“T also have another list 
as a back-up and I have 
been told the club will be 
able to announce a 1984 
budget in November. 

“Mitchell has said he 
wants to come here dur- 
ing the UK close season if 
he makes it with Rangers: 
so why shouldn't he guest 
for us with his family liv- 
ing in Adelaide? 

“Kosmina is also an 
Adelaide lad, and if he 
makes a move why not 
back to West?” 

Vest did not say which 
players he would be re- 
leasing nor would he dis- 
cuss his own future. 

He still has another 
year of a two-year con- 
tract to run, but it is un- 
derstood there is a clause 
which gives the club, and 
the coach, an “out” if 
either wants to part 
company. 

The move by West to 
ask for a wanted players 
list comes as a shock as 


the club recently asked 
the current squad to take 
an immediate cut in 
wages to save cash. 

Public Relations man- 
ager George Capetanakis 
said there was no cash 
crisis, but with West un- 
likely to do anything at 
this stage in the season, 
the club wanted to plan 
for 1984. 

In a recent club prog- 
ram, Vest appealed to 
supporters to back the 
current crop of players, 
and said the squad’s 
morale had never been 
lower. ; 

Certain players have 
been targets for dis- 

ited fans, with striker 

‘aul Wormley and mid- 
fielder Mickey Brennan 
the most recent. 

Brennan was sus- 
pended by the club for 
giving a “signal” to fans 
who jeered him, while the 
committee has told 
Wormley he is no longer 

uired.

Stewart Blair were 
“hounded” after being 
signed earlier this year, 
and eventually Bojczuk 
return to State Lea:

went to Adelaide City ina 
deal involving Chris Man- 
ou switching to West. 

Vest could be battling 
to retain some of this 
year’s squad, upset by the 
suggested cash cuts. 

Big centre back Robbie 
Dunn has already had 
feelers from Sydney 
clubs, and striker 
Graham Honeyman is 
considering seeing out his 
career in the State 
League.

front — after saying they 
were interested. 

Para said they were in- 
terested but had no plans 
for next year. 

“We may look at it in 
two year’s time,” said sec- 
retary Mrs Sue Cooper. 

“If we tried for 1984, we 

would be committing 
financial suicide.” 
- While the S.A.Federa- 
tion was never keen to 
lose more clubs to the 
NSL and had backed Vic- 
toria’s original idea of 
Super Leagues in each 
State, it had eventually 
seen support for four S.A. 
teams as lifting the game 
as a whole. 

They wanted four 
Adelaide clubs with the

But the QSF is still urg- 
ing the clubs to get some- 
thing in writing. 

After experiencing first 
hand the collapse of its 


State League, the Federa- 
tion believes it can see the 
writing on the wall for 
City and Lions in the 
NSL. 

In the State League, the 
country teams were left 
out in the cold when the 
Brisbane-based sides af- 
ter three years objected to 
subsiding the extra travel 
costs of teams like 
Townsville and Capricor- 
nia (Rockhampton). 

The QSF fears, in time, 
the Sydney and Mel- 
bourne clubs could take 
the same attitude with re- 
gards to Brisbane and 
Adelaide sides. 

City and Lions are like- 
ly to raise the matter at 
the next NSL Council of 
clubs meeting.

The council severely 
reprimanded him. 

They also had a lengthy 
discussion with Lysaght’s 
officials about the club's 
disciplinary record this 
season. 

They were told their 
club has the worst record 
in the Association and la- 
ter Naylor said he is con- 
fident this situation will 
change. 

Only a week earlier 
Cringila player Jimmy 
Spirovski was outed until 
the start of 1987 after be- 
ing involved in an inci- 
dent with referee Vince 
Caloi during the game 
against Warilla Wan- 
derers. 

Since that incident an 
18-year-old cadet referee 
was knocked “out cold” 
while refereeing an under 
16 semi-final between 
Warilla Wanderers and 
Berkeley. 

The recent violence 
combined with a record 
number of red and yellow 
cards have prompted 
former Association 
judiciary chairman Dan- 
ny Delaney to call for stif- 
fer punishments. 

He said positive action 
must be taken immediate- 
ly to prevent complete 
chaos. 

Delaney said players 
punching or kicking other. 
players must be outed for 
half a season to make 
other players realise they 
face the same fate. 

“The present sentences 
and fines just don’t seem 
to be working so they 
must be increased,” he 
said. 

Clubs might have to 
realise they have a big 
responsibility in this 
matter. 

If they suddenly find 
themselves without a key 
player for half a season 
they might have to make 
sure it doesn’t happen 
again. 

There is also a very real 
danger of Soccer in Il- 
lawarra becoming extinct 
because there won't be 
any referees to control 
games. 

In recent years a 
number of experienced re- 
ferees have given the 
game away and less ex- 
perienced men have had 
to control games they 
should not have handled.

IMPROVING 


PETER SHARNE’S com- 
ments on the declining 
standards of Australian 
Soccer, as reported in 
your last issue made me 
chuckle. Any close fol- 
lower of the game will tell 
you that the standard of 
Australian-bred young 
players is increasing each 
year. A few years back, 
highly-skilled and brainy 
locally produced players 
like Abonyi and Warren 
were genetic rejects. 

This year, in the NSL 
and the Youth League, we 
are starting to see the 
fruits of better coaching, 
better competition and 
the existence of the much 
maligned Australian In- 
stitute of Sport, where 
Soccer is the only major 
football code represented. 

As many young players 
new to NSL settle in, the 
form vagaries experi- 
enced by some of the clubs. 
will be ironed out and 
overall standards further 
improved. 

What stands in the way 
of the NSL is partly of 
Soccer’s own making. 

The disarray Soccer 
projects is not only re- 
flected in the media, but 
in the minds of media 
managers and politicians 
and allows those with ves- 
ted interests in other 
codes to justify unfair dis- 
crimination against 
Soccer. 

The Cricket Ground 
fiasco during the World 
Youth Cup; the Leic- 
hhardt Oval affair; the 
general treatment of Soc- 
cer by the ABC, the cover- 


age by Channel 7 of the 
recent England interna- 
tionals all suggest that 
the administrators, fol- 
lowers and thousands. of 
practitioners of the round 
ball have little political 
credibility in this country.

AS a regular reader of 
your paper I find the end- 
less search for ways and 
means of improving the 
game, embarked upon by 
so many of your scribes 
and subscribers, some- 
times amusing, some- 
times thought-provoking, 
sometimes logically 
thought out and discus- 
sed, but very seldom sim- 
ple enough to enable 
quick action or adoption. 

Always there is the 
traditionalist viewpoint 
that the basic game 
should not be changed to 
accommodate the modern 
participant. 

However there is one 
avenue that I have never 
seen explored, a theory 
that stands up to the most 
stringent of analysis and 
in fact the only way that 
more goals can be 
GUARANTEED in the 
game no matter where it 
is played in the world. 

A statistical examina- 
tion of Soccer leagues in 
any given competition 
will show a definite pat- 
tern. As the standard of 
Soccer improves, so does 
the number of goals 
scored per match drop. 
Therefore, our top league, 
the national competition, 


A FAMILY AFFAIR 


has the least number of 
goals scored per match in 
Australia. Obviously the 
better a player, the better 
the teamwork, and with 
modern coaching placing 
heavy emphasis on team- 
work, the less number of 
errors being made and so 
less goals. i 

Tf we accept that today’s 
coaching methods are bet- 
ter preparing players and 
teams to play the game, 
we should accept that 
something should be 
changed to make it harder 
for them to play it. It has 
long been accepted by 
coaches that it is easier to 
teach players to defend 
than attack and there is 
little doubt that the 
statistical picture tells us 
that the higher the stan- 
dard the better the de- 
fences of teams. 

The goal area being de- 
fended by goalkeeper and 
defence has remained un- 
changed since the game 
began. Due to tactics, fit- 
ness and commitment, 
that 24 feet x 8 feet target 
has over the years become 
“smaller and smaller” in 
the eyes of the poor player 
who in turn the public 
look to score the goals. 

What would happen 
were the target increased 
by one foot in either direc- 
tion? The possibilities are 
endless but one definite 
emerges; every ball that 
strikes the posts or bar 
would go in. More goals 
guaranteed. For the cost 
of six pieces of pipe and a 
few hours work, more go- 
als. It would be harder for 
defenders to execute their 
“defence in depth” easier 
for strikers to “hit the 
target,” but the main 
thing is that without 
great upheavel in the 
rules or field markings, 
the paying public would 
get what they crave, more 
goals.
